Then it was after 
scandal and killing in the early months of 1914. 
Now it is after tria] for treason, prison, and exile 
in 1918. Caillaux comes back with power in his 
hands and the cheers of the many in his ears. 
His enemy Clemenceau sits in retirement in a 
little house by himself. His enemy Poincaré 
waits in savage futility to complete the revenge 
so well begun. His friend Herriot is premier of 
France. Caillaux himself, it is said, will be 
premier of France before long. 

In 1917 Caillaux was the hated défaitiste. In 
December, 1917, he made his last great speech 
before the chamber. Then came the vote, 392 to 
2, to remove his parliamentary immunity. Arrest 
followed, trial, prison, exile, and now amnesty by 
his friend Herriot. His history has been a series 
of enguifments. Caillaux has changed little. 
France has changed much. 

In 1917 Caillaux wanted an accord with Ger- 

many, and the powers that were France wel] nigh 
got hip life. Today Caillaux wants an accord with 
Germany, and France acclaims him as a leader 
out of the darkness. Then Caillaux feared the 
bloody drain of further war and a vindictive peace. 
He was willing to give Germany a legitimate out- 
let into Asia Minor in return for Alsace-Lorraine 
and a French outlet into North Africa. And today 
many statesmen agree that the too long war and 
the hard peace wrecked not only Europe but 
France. France is not the France of 1917. Many 
if not most Frenchmen believe the man convicted 
for conspiracy against his country to be a patriot 
and a statesman. The man who survives defama- 
‘tion seems always the greater for it. 
- od@ay Caillaux means amelioration in Europe. 
The wounds of the conflict have been too long 
exasperated by men like Poincaré, Foch, and Mil- 
lerand. From Briand to Herriot to Caillaux are 
three steps to peace and accord with the land 
across the Rhine, if not alliance. It will be an 
alliance for building, not for war. But what the 
ultimate consequence may be is less certain. 

For Caillaux’s liberalism may well be the only 
basis—if the French militarists but knew it—for 
building up a continental bfoc ir Europe. The 
Poincarés would build a French hegemony from 
the periphera! fragments of Europe, Poland, “ Bo 
hemia,”’ the Balkans, to control the centra) Teuton 
‘mass. But Caijlaux’s imagination is more finan- 
cial, social, economic, and less military. And the 
folly, to him, of ruining Germany is disaster to 
a bloodless, panting France. He wants a quiet 

France and a friendly Germany. 

Was Caillaux right in 1917? Is heseright now? 
The distress and restieseness of France today and 
the wreck of Europe would seem to say so. The 
French at least appear to think him vindicated. 
What will come of it cannot be guessed. But 
Britain and America wil] do well to assure them- 
_gelves that the French rapprochement in respect 
to Germany be not a corresponding estrangement 
between Germany and the English speaking peo- 
ples. The people of Teutonic blood form the most 
natural block in the world. It should be pre- 

served. 


CLEAN AIR AND CLEAN 


WATER. | 

Two ways to public health are indicated by City 
Engineer Ericson in his proposal to build four new 
municipal piers on top of filtration plants. One 
way is clean water. The other way is clean air. 
His project would provide both. 

The filtration plants, he says, are necessary 
anyhow. With the Calumet river, laden with 
sewage and industrial waste, flowing into the lake

NOW GIVE FEDERAL JUDGES 
MORE MONEY. 


Congress has given the President its bill for the 
increase in its own pay and that of \he Vice Presi- 
dent and cabinet officers. The co en gave 
themselves a boost from $7,500 to $10,000 and raised 
the Vice President, speaker of the house, and mem- 
bers of the cabinet from $12,000 to $15,000. The 
house of representatives adopted the bill by stand- 
ing up for a count of noses, not wanting to make a 
record of it. 

The congressmen need not have been timid about 
it. Their money is not worth as much as it was 
when the pay was fixed before and all the pay in- 
creases were justified. Some Vice Presidents have 
had either to lecture or take in washing to meet 
living expenses. Congress has an anxious eye on 
an economical President, but the pay raise is 
right. 

Now, how about the underpaid judges of the 
federal courts? There is an even better case for 
them. It frequently is a hardship for a talented 
man to take a federal judicial position or to re- 
main on the bench many years. He does an in- 
justice to himself and his family. This nation is 
not required to be small in the matter. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Civil service reform is becoming an issue again 
in this state because of the escape of many posi- 
tions which ought to be in the classified merit sys- 
tem and which have been taken back by spoils. 
Bills prepared by the Civil Service Reform asso- 
ciation and introduced in the legislature by Sen- 
ator James J. Barbour would recover 4,000 places 
ghich have got away. The merit system means 
permanence in place during good service and it 
means an attempt to find proper qualification for 
the position filled. Without it public service is 
regulated on the basis of »olitical reward.

That was not long ago as geology measures events, 
but it is before recorded history. Today that sep- 
aration is still continuing. The splendid isolation 
that the sea once gave England may become in 
time her complete submergence. Nature may do 
in thousands of years what Napoleon and Luden- 
dorff could not do, and England will emigrate to a 
more accurate terra firma.

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LOCOMOTOR ATAXIA. 

B. writes: Will you let me know 
something about locomotor 
ataxia and how it should be 

@ treated? Is it anything like neu- 
ritis? Is it incurable? 
REPLY. 

Locomotor: ataxia is a very chronic, 
low grade inflammation of a certain por- 
tion of the spinal cord. It starts where 
the roots of the nerves come off from 
the back part of the cord, and it extends 
into the neighboring parts of the cause 
itself. 

Therefore, since neuritis means an in- 
flammation of a nerve, locomotor ataxia 
at its inception is, properly speaking, a 
neuritis, though it is not a neuritis in the 
sense that most people understand that 
word, . 


_.. 

The parts of the spinal cord and nerves 
first involved have to do with sensation 
rather than with motion. Therefore in 
the early stages pain is the outstanding 
Symptom. It is attacks of sharp, shoot- 
ing pains, which cause the sick person 
to run to his doctor. The pains may 
shoot down to the legs. They may run 
around the body or strike for the pit of 
the stomach. Rarely do they go down 
the arms or into the chest. 

They are shooting pains and they are 

Sharp. They are a little more apt to 
come on at night than at other times. 
Instead of being a pain, the trouble may 
take the form of some other sense dis- 
turbance. A careless physician will ease 
the pain and go no further. A careful 
one will give ease and then follow up 
by digging down, looking for a cause. 
Valuable time is wasted in some cases 
treating for rheumatism, neuritis, neu- 
ralgia, malaria, flu, girdle pains, gall 
stones, or kidney stones, when the real 
trouble was locomotor ataxia from the 
very first pain or before. 
Later there comes inability to control 
the feet and legs, inability to stand with 
the eyes closed, timidity around crowds 
and a train of other symptoms The 
muscles are never paralyzed and never 
lose power except as they weaken be- 
cause of lack of use.

Locomotor ataxia is a form of syphilis. 
of the spinal cord. If there is any other 
cause than syphilis the fact has not 
been proved. The way to prevent it is 
to prevent syphilis. If syphilitic infec- 
tion occurs, locomotor ataxia can still be 
prevented by adequate tr:atment, espe- 
cially with tryparsemid dna sul pharsphe-

namine. Not all cases of untreated 
syphilis affect the spinal cord. In fact, 
locomotor ataxia is one of the more in- 
frequent effects of syphilis. 

In the treatment of developed: locomo- 
tor ataxia tryparsemid has not justified 
the earlier promises. However, in the 
earlier stages it or some other remedy 
which enters the spinal cord -readily 
should be used. 

After the disease has progressed until 
the legs are under poor control it is ad- 
visable to take up some form of muscle 
and nerve training. The best known of 
these methods is that of Frenkel. Other 
methods are those of Franz, Crampton, 
and McKenzie.

This would in a year amount to 109,500,- 
000 gallons of water, which is sufficient 
for operating ten fire engines five hours 
every other day during the entire year.

F' al! live fish used for bait the 

mudfish, or so called mud min- 

now, is the easiest to keep. No 

elaborate minnow boxes or nu- 
merous changes of fresh water are 
needed for these hardy little fellows. A 
barrel of ’em can be kept for a consid- 
erable time without trouble. This is 
one reason why the mud fish is such a 
popular lure for the live bait fisher- 
man. They are without doubt tough 
customers and will live when other live 
bait will die. 

Not only does the mudfish thrive in 
a pond or ditch where the mud is 
heavy and rich but this same muck is 
his refuge when disturbed, and you 


should see one of these little brown 
fishes wriggle into the muck with one 
or two quick twists of his body. He 
makes no dive head first, either. The 
mud fish burrows tail first, vanishing 
before your eyes as/quick as a flash. 

This habit of playing hide and seek 
in the bottom of a pool often fools the 
novice seiner. He will look into a pool 
of clear water, see no swimming. mud 
fish, and conclude there isn’t a fish in 
the place. But the fellow who knows 
the habits of mud fish doesn’t pass up 
such a spot. He sweeps a seine across 
the bottom, and presto! The soft mud 
bottom spouts mud fishes which have 
been buried out of sight.
